With Riga in possession of the Ger- 
mans the fortified island of Osel, at 
the head of the Gulf of Riga, one of 
the Russian island strongholds in the 
Baltic, probably will not hold out long. 
Osel practically commands the on-f 
trance to the Gulf of Finland leading 
to Reval, Petrograd, and Kronstadt. 


FLEET BOTTLED UP. 

With this fortress in the hands of 
the Germans, serving as a naval, sub- 
marine, and hydroplane base, the Rus- 
sian Baltic fleet would be effectually 
bottled up in the Gulf of Finland. The 
Russian fleet lies in the harbors of the 
two naval bases at Reval and Kron- 
stadt, protected by the guns of these

Chicago’s host of workingmen put 
aside tools, overalis, pens, and eye 
shades yesterday to participate in the 
annual holiday in their honor. 

Loyalty to the Stars and Stripes was 
the keynote of the gatherings, and 
everywhere soldiers and sailors mingled 
with the crowds. : 

Government agents and secret service 
men were sprinkled among the crowds 
in Riverview and Forest parks, where 
picnics were held. Rumors beforehand 
that anti-government outbreaks might 
be attempted led to extra but unneces- 
Sary precautions by both federal and 
state authorities. . 

Policemen Join Celebration. 

The speakers at Forest park confined 
themselves to the discussion of labor 
questions of the day. The policemen 
joined in the festivities as much as brass 
buttons would permit. 

Adjt. Gen. Dickson stationed a com- 
pany of soldiers in Garfield park during 
the afternoon so that they could be sent 
quickly to either Riverview or Forest 
park. They stacked thei S@.fles on the 
lawn and spent the hours t the grass, 
or chatting with the throngs of people 
who filled the park. 

Youngsters edgerly hunted for a sol- 
dier who would show them how to shoot 
one of Uncle Sam's army rifles. 

More than 200 labor unions and feder- 
ations took part in the picnic and cele- 
bration at Forest park. Mule races and 
pie and watermelon eating contests were 
features of the picnic. 


Among the Speakers. 

Among those who spoke were Anton 
Johannson, organizer for the National 
Labor Defense council; Joseph P. Arm- 
strong, president of the Moving Picture 
Machine Operators’ union; Frank Icas- 
ten, president of the Bricklayers’ u ion, 
and Dr. N. Krishna of India. 

The hobos had their celebration with 
plenty of “ eats” at Riverside. The pic- 
nic was given by the Bible Rescue mis- 
sion of 626 West Madison street. ‘Tney, 
too, had speeches—many of them—but 
under the censorship of the promoters of 
the picnic, refrained from mentioning the 
war in disparaging fashion. 


BRITAIN BROKE 
PLEDGE TO LABOR, 
LEADER CLAIMS 


BLACKPOOL, England, Sept. 3.—John 
Hill of the Boilermakers and Shipbuild- 
ers’ union who today presided at the 
opening meeting of the trade union con- 
gress, declared industrial unrest had as- 
sumed alarming proportions and outlined 
the findings of a commission of inquiry 
to the effect that the government had 
broken its pledges regarding industrial 
conscription and that men had been com- 
pelled to accept unfair conditions under 
the fear of being forced to join the army. 

Speaking of international relations the 
president urged the delegates to agree 
on the principal object of the war. It 
Was unnecessary, he said, to drag Bel- 
gium into the debate as they were all 
agreed that there must be an evacua- 
tion of that country and absolute inde- 
pendence and full reparation for it. 

Belgium, Poland, Alsace-Lorraine and 
the Trentino were all assured of a full 
measure of justice in the agreed objects 
of all the allied powers, which were the 
destruction of German militarism by the 
substitution of a German democracy, the 
speaker continued. 

The congress received the report of the 
parliamentary committee regarding the 
Stockholm conference. The committee 
came to the conclusion that a conference 
at Stockholm at* present could not be 
successful and recommended that an at- 
tempt be made to obtain a general agree- 
ment among the working classes of the 
allied nations as a fundamental condition 
of a successful international conference. 

Arthur Henderson, who heretofore has 
strongly supported the Stockholm peace 
conference, indorsed the recommenda- 
tion of the parliamentary committee 
against an international conference at 
the present.

One 
should rule out long descriptions of persons—such 
things are nugatory and vain: with your best effort 
the reader sees only what he has seen, and figures 
your personage on the basis of his own experience 
and recollection. One must abolish set descriptions 
of places, unless unique, remote, unfamiliar; for 
the world, in these days of easy travel and abundant 
depiction, has come to know itself pretty well. One 
will banish all “ conversation,’ whatever its vraisem- 
blance to life, if it merely fills the page without 
illuminating it. To prevent sprawl and formlessness 
I favor a division into “ books,” and a division of 
the books into sections. Thus articulation and pro-

FTER carefully considering with 
the French government and with 
the naval authorities on both 
sides Of the English channel, 
Prime Minister Lloyd George and his 


| colleagues have definitely decided to de- 


lay the construction of the much dis- 
cussed tunnel from Dover to Calais until 
the restoration of peace. 

Of course, it would have been a great 
advantage if while the war was in prog- 
ress communication by rail and beneath 
the channel could have been established 
between the railroad systems of Great 
Britain and those of France. : 

It would have released for other and 
more aggressive service the large num- 
ber of warships of one kind and another, 
mainly destroyers, that have been en- 
gaged for the last three years in safe- 
guarding the heavy transport service be- 
tween England and France, and would 
have reduced to a minimum the risks 
now attending, even with the protection 
of the destroyers, any trip across the 
channel. | 

But both governments have agreed 
that it would be impracticable to carry 
on the work of piercing the tunnel while 
the war is in progress. Skilled, and even 
ordinary labor, cannot be spared for the 
purpose, nor yet the funds, while there 
is no doubt that the building would af- 
ford to German agents and spies in Eng- 
land plenty of opportunity for outrage, 
involving heavy loss of life. 

A. Bonar Law, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, announced the other day in the 
house of commons in the name of the 
cabinet that the execution of the project 
would be deferred until the restoration of 
peace, The Germans may be relied upon 
to make the most of the news and to in- 
sist that if the scheme has been aban- 
doned it is through fear that the kaiser's 
troops might reach Calais and march 
through the tunnel to England. ay. 

It may be recalled that all sorts of 
novels and stories have been published 
within the last Ove or six years in Eng- 
land, Germany, and America, picturing 
a German invasion of Great Britain by 
way of a completed subchannel tunnel

Through the death of old Lady Ber- 
ners, in the neighborhood of ninety, the 
number of British peeresses in their own 
right, undergoes a notable diminution, 
her baroncy, one of the most ancient in 
England, created in 1455 by Henry VI., 
passing to her eldest son, who, twenty 
years ago, succeeded to his father’s bar- 
onetcy, and who has hitherto been 


broke out. A sister of Lord Berners is 
the wife of Lord Knollys, who for forty 
years was the private secretary of Ed- 
ward VII., prior and subsequent to the 
latter's accession to the throne. 

The first Lord Berners was Sir John 
Bourchier, Knight of the Garter, fourth 
son of William, Count d’Eu, in Nor- 
mandy, by the Lady Anne Plantagenet, 
daughter of Thomas, Duke of Glouces- 
ter, sixth son of Edward III. The peer- 
age has repeatedly been in abeyance, the 
last time from 1743 to 1832, when the 
abeyance was terminated in favor of 
Maj. Robert Wilson of the dragoon 
guards, who was descended in the fe- 
male line from the royal duke of 
Gloucester, above mentioned. 

The major was quartered at Bedford 
when a lawyer called upon him one day 
and announced to him that a namesake 
of his, a Mr Wilson of Allexton hall, in 
Leicestershire, had died and had left 
him half a million dollars, in consols, 
and an estate yielding an income of $40,- 
000 a year. The bequest was all the 
more amazing since the major had never 
in his life set eyes on the testator, and 
had never even heard of him. 

The Tyrwhitts are of quite as ancient 
descent as the late Lady Berners. The 
family had its origin long before the 
Norman conquest and the direct male 
line never has failed since Sir Hercules 
Tyrwhitt ruffled it with the Norman 
knights in the eleventh century. The 
story goes that a remote ancestor of 
the se greniors was badly wounded in bat- 
tle And could not be found until the 
excited conduct of three peewits at- 
tracted the attention of the searchers. 

Beneath the birds, the unconscious 
warrior was discovered, rescued, and 
eventually restored to health. The lap- 
wing, or peewit, as it is called, from its 
plaintive cry, also was known in olden 
times as the tyrwhitt. So the family 
adopted this name and charged upon 
their shield the three peewits, or tyr- 
whitts, in grateful remembrance of the 
event.

I served a year in the First regiment 
of infantry, national guard of Missouri, 
in which organization I became a sharp- 
shooter. Have written to that organiza- 
tion several times, but have received no 
answers. 

The reason I have failed in the above 
numerous attempts to enlist is because I 
am nearsighted to such an extent that I 
cannot pass the army eye test without 
my glasses on, although, as stated above, 
I attained the rank of sharpshooter, 
shooting with my glasses on.

~ ADDED TO UNITS 
AT CAMP GRANT 


Rockford Soldiers Select- 
ed by Districts for All 
Service Branches. \ — 


‘BY PARKE BROWN. 

Camp Grant, Rockford, IIl., Sept. 3.— 
Every national army man who is to re- 
port for duty at Camp Grant this month 
can discover today the branch of the 
service to which he will be assigned and 
the unit of which he will be a member. 

He can learn whether he goes into an 
infantry régiment, a trench mortar bat- 
tery, or an ammunition train. If he 
goes into the infantry he can tell the 
name of his brigade, the number of his 
regiment, and the letter of his com- 
pany. If he goes into a machine gun 
outfit he can ascertain the designation 
of the battalion and the title of the com- 


pany. ® 
In other words, no matter who he is or | Headquarters 


from what territory he comes, the se- 
lected man who is to report here with 
the first increment of 5 per cent of his 
district quota between Sept. 5 and Sept. 
9, or with the second increment of 40 
per cent between Sept. 19 and Sept. 23, 
can know exactly where he will land 
when he arrives here. 


Fitch Gives Out List. 


This was made possible today, when/ 


Lieut. Col. Roger 8. Fitch, divisional 
chief of staff, made public a concise 
tabulation of the method of assigning 
the first two increments. 

Such a tabulation hardly was thought 
possible, because of the size of the task, 
until a typewritten scheme was given 
out. It was found possible, however, 
by using the district groups as units to 
build up the complete organization. 

For example, the men from districts 
_ 3, 3, 4, and 20 of Chicago make up the 
' divisional supply train. Chicago dis- 
tricts numbered from twenty-three to 
thirty-seven, inclusive, make up the en- 
tire Three Hundred and Forty-third in- 
fantry regiment. 
_ The entire first two increments will 

constitute the Eighty-sixth division of 
the national army. The later incre- 
ments, reporting in October, will go into 
the brigade depot with its twenty-five 
or thirty brigade battalions. Of the 
total 17,500 men in the September incre- 
ments approximately 14,000 come from 
northern Illinois and 3,500 from eastern 
and soythern Wisconsin. 


. Chicago Gives Brigade. 

Chicago alone will furnish one entire 
infantry brigade of two regiments, and 
with its suburbs these additional or- 
ganizations: 

One regiment light field artillery. 

One regiment heavy field artillery. 

' One regiment engineers. 

Two machine gun battalions. 

Trench mortar battery. 

Field signal battalion. 

Division trains, including headquarters 
company and police, ammunitign train, 
supply train, engineer train, and sani- 
tary trains, which include the ambulance 
company and the field hospital. 

There are many interesting features 
in the tabulation. For instance, the 
north side, including the Lake Shore 
drive section, provides an entire in- 
fantry regiment. The near west side 
furnishes another. The south side mans 
all the divisional trains. Oak Park pro- 
vides the trench mortar battery. One 
machine gun battalion comes almost en- 
tirely from the Twenty-fifth ward. The 
field signal battalion comes from Cicero 
and Blue Island. Evanston, Glencoe, 
and Maywood men will be found in the 
heavy artillery. 


Includes Wisconsin Men. 

All the Illinois men te come to this 
camp will come from the fourteen coun- 
ties composing the two northernmost 
tiers of counties of the states—those 


, north of the south line df Cook county. 


All Wisconsin men except those from 
Door, Kewanee, Brown, Calumet, Mani- 
towoc, Sheboygan, Ozaukee, Milwaukee, 
Waukesha, Racine, and Kenosha—who 
go to Camp Custer at Battle Creek— 
will report here for duty. 
In addition to facilitating the assign- 
.ment of the selected men, the geograph- 
ical or sectional plan has the immense 
advantage of keeping friends and neigh- 
bors together. It is explained that as 
soon as the division ts organized it will 
have its “Oak Park mortar battery,” 
its “north side infantry,” and its 
“southern Wisconsin infantry.” This

' But the De Palma jinx, driven into 
hiding long enough to let the debonair 
Italian win the first races ever chalked 
up to his credit. at the local track, 
emerged again when Ralph’s big Pack-' 
ard had covered sixty-six miles of the 
final contest. A front tire gave way, De 
Palma made his first and only pit stop 
of the afternoon, and the race—really 
the big one of the afternoon—was lost.

Warned Often Loser 
Butts with Head; 
Takes Beating. 


BY RAY PEARSON. 


Canton, O., Sept. 3.—[Special.}—De- 
liberately and repeatedly fouling Fred 
Fulton by butting him on the chin with 
his head, Carl Morris brought disqualifi- 
cation and inglorious defeat to himself 
in the sixth rour@ of a battle billed to 
go fifteen rounds at the Canton ball 
park this afternoon. | 

The Oklahoma engineer took the easy 
way of escaping a beating and possible 
knockout, for at the time Referee Matt 
Hinkel called a halt to the rough tactics 
Carl was being battered with left jabs 
and right uppercuts, Fulton's solid jaba 
opening a cut under his left eye and 
bringing blood from the nose. 

To disqualify Morris was the only. 
thing Referee Hinkel could do under the 
circumstances, for it was as plain as the 
nose on the face that Carl absolutely 
refused to heed repeated warnings from 
Hinkel to stop butting Fulton. d, 


Hurl Missiles at Morris. 

But in adopting the butting methods 
of escaping defeat Morris aroused the 
ire of some 7,000 dngry fans, who made 
his journey from the ring to the dress- 
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ing room a path of menace. One excited © 
spectator attacked him with a chair, 
while hundreds of others hurled cushions 
at his head, several of which found their 
mark. Morris, accompanied by his band 
of seconds and carrying a bottle in his 
hand, managed to reach the dressing 
room without damage. 

Whatever honors were gained in the 
unsatisfactory contest must be shared 
by Fulton and Referee Hinkel. Fulton 
fought fairly from the first clang of the 
gong until the bout was stopped. He 
never made an effort to retaliate in kind 
for the rough work indulged in by Mor- 
ris. 


On Verge of Quitting Ring. 

Constantly butted and once hit low, 
he protested to the referee, but once he 
nearly committed the fatal act of climb- 
ing out of the ring and quitting. That 
happened in the fifth round after the 
referee had stopped the bout momen- 
tarily to warn Morris that a repetition 
of butting would mean disqualification. — 

While Hinkel was warning the Okla- 
homan and Fulton’s manager, Mike Col- 
lins, was protesting, the Rochester giant 
got half way through the ropes to leave 
the ring. Harry Wills, the Negro fighter, 
who was-his chief second, grabbed Fréd 
by the arm and hauled him back to his 
chair. That round was finished a few 
seconds later and then came the sixth 
and the disappointing climax. 


Three Bouts End by Fouls. 
This was the third time that Fulton 
and Morris have mixed in battle and it 
is the history of all their meetings that 
every bout has been ended by a foul. 
Twice Morris won on fouls, in Hudson, 
Wis., and in New York. Now Fulton is 
the winner via the disqualification route. 
These huge exponents of the fistic art, 
slow moving, but carrying terrific power 
in their punches, did not make an inter- 
esting battle. There was nothing that 
approached science displayed by either. 
Both made it a battle of punches and 
when Morris left the ring he carried 
more marks than did Fulton. He hada 
bunged-up left eye. 


Shade in First to Carl. 
For two rounds it looked as if the 
mauling, wrestling style of attack em- 
ployed by Morris might be the undoing 
of the Rochester man. Carl crowded 
Fulton, landed lefts and rights to the 
head at close quarters, and gained the 
shade in the opening session, although 
a left jab by Fred Fulton brought first 
blood from Carl's mouth. ; 
Morris repaid the compiiment by bring- 
ing the gore from Fred's lips in a 
second round, which was an even s¢€s- 
sion. The third round also was an even 
affair. Morris being warned for but- 
ting with his head. And while butting, 
Carl at’ close quarters kept plugging < 
rapid fire wallops to the midsection with 
both hands. It seemed that Fulton could 
find no way to stop this close up at- 


tack. 


Fulton Changes Tactics. 
During the one minute intermission be- 
tween rounds Fulton was coathed by his 
manager and Chief Second Wills and a 
way devised to stop Morris’ effective- 
ness. It was jab with the left when 
Carl came in close and to grab both his 
arms at the elbow. The scheme worked 
beautifully, and from that time on the 
bout was one sided and decidedly in 
favor of the man from Minnesota. 

Morris, finding his one best way of 
beating Fulton gone, then resorted to 
foul fighting. He wrestled Fulton ail 
around the ring, jamming his head into 
Fred’s chin at every Opportunity and 
once slammed his right Below the belt. 
This latter punch did no damage, but 
the butting jolted Fred’s head back and 
stung him, 


Fourth Round to Gopher. 

Fulton in the meantime was getting 
in damaging punches and took the fourth 
round by a big margin. Then came the 
fifth, another round in which Fulton 
showed to advantage. While Carl was 
butting and wrestling, Fred was ripping 
in clean, solid punches, one opening a 
cut under Morris’ left eye, while another 


spilled the blood from his nose.

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Morris would end the bout when the 
sixth started, and when Cari continued 
butting, Hinkel. waved him to his corner 
in inglorious defeat.

There are only two speties of black 
bass, the small mouth and the large 
mouth. The so-called Oswego bass is 
the same as the large mouth bass, and is 
so recognized by every icthyologist in the 
world. Mr. Strum may doubt it; the 
natives of Wisconsin may doubt it; the 
anglers of Chicago may doubt it, but 
there is not a man known outside his 
own county as an ichthyologist that 


doubts it. | | 


Dr. Henshel, the recognized authority 
on black bass, says: “Then, again, 
some of these correspondents write of 
the real black bass, meaning usually 
the smal! mouth species, seeming to im- 
ply that the other species is not real. 
Now one species is not more real than 
the’ other; the small mouth bass is re- 
garded as the type species because it 

s the first to be described by a nat- 
uralist and given a specific and gen- 
eric name. The different species should 
be mentioned as the small mouth black 
bass or the large mouth black bass, as 
the case may be, no matter whether the 
color be black, green, or yellow.” 
Similar quotations could be made from 
Jordan, Everman, and other experts. 
Mr. Sturm simply got the “ facts twisted 
in his head,” the same as the surgeon 
mentioned in another letter in “ Woods 
and Waters.”
